The next subject on 


TELEPHONE MEN MEET.

The annual mooting of the stock- 


holders of tho Wood County Telo- 
phoub Company was held on Monday 
evening at the city hall on the -west 
sido. 
Thu comjiaiiy hurt several in- 


teresting matters to discuss, among 
which was tho matter of robuilidng 
the marsh line. 


This marsh lino was one of tho first 


indopoudnnt systems in tho state, and 
it was built and operated in opposi- 
tion to the Boll Company soioo ton or 
fifteen years ago. 
Wiion tho local 


company was oragnzed the innrxh lino 
was turned over to the new company 
with*the understanding that in consi- 
deration of the rental 
tho Wood 


County 
company 
should koop the 


marsh lino in good working order and 
properly repaired and equipped. 
It 


seems, however, that now tlio time 
has como when it is necessary to re- 
build tho lino, that tho membo.rs of 
tho company realize that they have 
tho worst of the bargain, and as a con- 
so'queno they would like to see some 
honorable way out of tho difficulty. 


Tho marsh ]x»oplo propose to re- 


build the line at their own expense, 
and then have tho company rebate 
ten per cent of the cost each year un- 
til fifty per cent of the cost of tho lino 
is returned to tho builders. 
This pro- 


position will be considered by tho 
company. 
Another matter that was 


discussed was tho increase of rates as 
the business of tlio exchange has in 
creased. 
In most every business tho 


cost of operating decreases as tho vol- 
ume of business increases. 
In the 


telephone 
business, howovor, it has 


proven different, tho cost per phono 
being greater now than it was when 
there was a much less number. 
Mat- 


ters wore also discussed concerning the 
installation of phones for a short 
timo. 
This has caused some trouble, 


as persons would order in a phono 
and then' after a couple of months dis- 
continue the uso of it, with tho conse- 
quence that it hud cost tho company 
much more to install the phone than 
the rental had amounted to.' It was 
proposed that every porsoii who bo- 
comes a subscriber to tho service shall 
give bonds to pay rental tor at least 
two years, and thus in a measure do 
away 
with 
this difficulty.
